Further investigation shows the care- 
fulness with which the plans of the con- 

spirators were laid. A number of persons | 
of the poorer class proceeding on differ- 
ent streets in the direction of the palace 
just before the bomb was thrown at 
Baron von Nolken, the Chief of Police, 
were warned by persons evidently posted 
for that purpose to go in some other di- |! 
rection. 

Baron von Nolken is suffering intensely, 
but is believed to be out of danger. He| 
owes his life to the bad aim of his assail- 
ant, who threw the bomb behind instead 
| of underneath the carriage. The body of 
‘von Nolken is full of innumerable splint- 
ers of the bomb. His assailant has not 
yet been arrested.

COLOMBIA MAY FIGHT 


Made Second Attempt to Resume | 
Friendship with Venezuela. 


| 
James Hargis of Kentucky and Two| 
Others Held for Feud Death. 


MINISTER’ LEAVES CARACAS 


Has Been Asked, However, to Wait 
Till Situation Can Be More Fully 
Discussed, It Is Said. 


TRINIDAD, March 19.—President Cas- 
tro has again refused to resume diplo- 
matic relations with Colombia, and in 
so doing has created a situation which 
South American diplomats fear 
will lead to war between Colombia and 
Venezuela. 

Early in February President Reyes sent 
Lucas Caballero as Minister to Venezuela, 
having been advised that President Cas- 
tro desired the re-establishment of diplo- 
matic relations between the two repub- 
lics. For more than a month after his 
arrival in Caracas Sefior Caballero was 
practically ignored. He was never offi- 
cially received, but finally Lopez Baralt, 
ex-Minister of Foreign Atfairs, was 
named to confer with him. 

A sort of protocol was presented to 
Sefior Caballero by Sefior Baralt, in 
which it was stipulated that, in consid- 
eration of the resumption of diplomatic 
relations with Venezuela, Colombia must 
cede to Venezuela the two border prov- 
inces, which the King of Spain recently 
gave to Colombia, in settlement of the 
controversy between Venezuela and Co- 
lombia. It was also stipulated that five 
political refugees now in Colombia be 
returned to Venezueia and that thirty- 
four other political refugees be expelled 
from Colombia. All this in settlement 
of damages Colombia is alleged to have 
inflicted upon Venezuela by assisting the 
Matos revolution. 

Although Colombia is anxious to resume 
diplomatic relations with Venezuela and 
have the embargo raised which Castro 
placed on commerce along the eastern 
boundary of Colombia, President Reyes 
resented the attitude of Castro. The 
Colombian Minister and his secretary left 
Caracas several days ago and went to 
Macuta, a watering place near La Guaya, 
where they now are. The Castro Govern- 
ment, however, is said to have requested 
that they remain in Venezuela until the 
relations between the two republics can 
be discussed more fully. 

It was said that Sefior Herbosa, the 
Chilean Minister in Caracas, induced Pres- 
ident Reyes to send Minister Caballero to 
Caracas on the representation that Cas- 
tro was ready to resume diplomatic rela- 
tions. Herbosa is also reported to have 
assured the Castro Government that 
Reyes was willing to cede the two dis- 
puted provinces if diplomatic relations be- 
tween Colombia and Venezuela could be 
renewed. Herbosa now denies that he 
made such representations,

Firemen Couldn’t Overtake Wagon 
Till Driver Cut Horses Loose. 


A furniture van containing about $200 
worth of new furniture and bedding, 
Finkerberg of 2,287 Third 
Avenue, was burned yesterday afternoon 
at Ogden Avenue and One Hundred and 
Sixty-eighth Street.

DISPUTE POLICEMAN 
ON SPEED OF AUTO 


Supt. Shannon of Street Clean- 
ing Force Arrested. 


DISCHARGED BY MAGISTRATE 


Commissioner MsAdoo Investigates, 
but Finds No Evidence of 
Friction. 


Thomas Shanton, Superintendent of the 
Department of Street Cleaning, was in 
the West Side Court yesterday to answer 
to a charge of exceeding the automobile 
speed limit. Shanton was driving his own 
car, and with him was his chauffeur, Carl 
R. Steadman, of 63 Sands Street, Brook- 
lyn. 

Both testified that they were not travy- 
eling over ten miles an hour, although Po- 
liceman Nemey of the West One Hun- 
dredth Street Station said the speed was 
fifteen miles an hour. Magistrate Moss 
discharged Shanton, saying it was the 
word of two men against one. Street 
Cleaning Commissioner Woodbury was in 
court. Policeman Nemey said that he 
could bring several Street Cleaning De- 
partment employes as witnesses, but he 
wouldn't “ dare do it for their own sakes.” 

Yesterday afternoon Superintendent 
Shanton and Policeman Nemey were sum- 
moned before Commissioner McAdoo. The 
men remained at Police Headquarters for 
more than an hour, and when asked about 
their visit the Commissioner said: 

“I had Superintendent Shanton and 
Policeman Nemey before me for the pur- 
pose of finding out whether or not there 
was any friction between the Police De- 
partment and the Street Cleaning Depart- 


ment. As far as I can learn there is 
none.

INSURANCE AND BANKING. 


Metropolitan Life’s Connection with 
New Bank Interests Financiers. 


The Metropolitan Bank will be the new 
name of the Maiden Lane National Bank, 
the stockholders of which voted to tiqui- 
date and to reorganize as a State bank 
yesterday. The bank has been taken over 
by the Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany, and hereafter its main office will 
be in the Metropolitan Life Building, at 
Madison Avenue and Twenty-third Street. 
The place at 100 William Street, which 
has been the home of the Maiden Lane 
National, will be maintained as a branch 
of the Metropolitan Bank, and it is un- 
derstood that other branches will be es- 
tablished in the city. 

The capital of the bank will be increased 
in the reorganization from $250,000 to 
$1,000,000, and its starting surplus will be 
On April 29 the Directors will 
meet to perfect details of the organiza- 


tion, and it is understood that other rep- 
resentatives of the Metropolitan Life will 
enter the board at that time. 

The reorganization of the Maiden Lane 
National, since its change of control, has 
attracted attention in the financial dis- 
trict following the news that the control 
of the Shoe and Leather National Bank, 
which was formerly exercised by the Met- 
ropolitan Life and the International Bank- 


ing Corporation, rests now entirely. with 


the Metropolitan. President Moyer of the 
Shoe and Leather National retired from 
the Presidency of the Intern?tional Bank- 


Great Diamond Robbéry’’ was re-|ing Corporation some three months ago, 
r : and it is believed in banking circles that 


he will be the executive head of the bank- 
ing forces that the Metropolitan Life is 
now establishing. 

Another step in the programme, accord- 
ing to credib'e report, may be the organi- 
zation of a new trust company in con- 
nection with Cleveland banking interests. 
Several metings have been held here at 
which the preliminary steps were dis- 
cussed, and, although the identity of the 
New Yorkers interested has been kept a 
secret, the impression has prevailed that 
Metropolitan Life interests are concerned 
in the project.

The owners of 
corporation shares, however, do not 
realize or feel this diminution of their 
incéthe. Dead mien, out of whose es- 
tatés in transfer the great sum of five 
millions and a half was obtained last 
year by the State Treasury in transfer 
tax6és, are of course altogether uncon- 
eciotis of the burden. The consumers 
of spirituous and malt liquors pay a 
State tax every time they drink their 
dram. They are not conscious of the 
éxaction. 

So the people of New York are taxed 
to the extent of $21,000,000 and more 
without knowing it. Some theorizers 
on the subject of taxation insist that 
a@ tax that is not felt is a good tax. 
That theory takes account of only one 
side of the subject. If the tax is not 
felt by those who. pay it, they are very 
little apt to keep a sharp eye upon the 
Government expenditure, and money 
that comes so easily to the Treasury 
departs with equal readiness. Indirect 
taxation is a direct encouragement to 
public extravagance. 

The people of this State seem to pay 
no attention at all to the very rapid in- 
crease in the annual appropriations 
made by the Legislature at Albany. 
The appropriations for the year 1904 
Were $26,467,678; for the year 1893 they 
were $17,426,335, an increase of $9,- 
041,343. It is a simple matter to ex- 
Plain that $3,335,115 of this increase is 
accounted for by the State care of the 
insane, that more than a million and a 
half covers appropriations for good 
roads, and that another million and a 
half is due to the increased cost of 
education. 

All that is true, but there has been a 
great multiplication of State Commis- 
Sions and offices, all of which are 
drains upon the Treasury. The people 
of the State pay no attention to them, 
they find State Treasury figures a bore. 
There are practically no direct taxes. 
The voter does not feel or know that 
he is being taxed, so why should he 
bother himself about the finances of 
the State? 

The legislators are compelled to 
bother themselves about State finances. 
At the beginning of the fiscal year 
there was a cash surplus of $8,822,831 
in the Treasury. The excess of outgo 
over income during the current year 
will reduce this balance to $3,641,318, 
according to the Controller’s estimate. 
At this rate next year would show a 
large deficit. Gov. HiGeings rightly in- 
sists that the Legislature must take 
measures to make both ends meet. 
The Legislature, following the unvary- 
ing Republican policy when money is 
needed, has sought for new sources of 
taxation in: this city. The stock trans- 
fer tax has been eagerly advoceted as 
furnishing in itself the needed replen- 
ishment of the Treasury. At Albany 
they estimate that the tax will yield 
$5,000,000. Apart from the many grave 
Objections to this tax, which have 
been advanced by representatives of 
property interests in New York, there 
is a defect of this measure, which, in 
our judgment, will cause the Legisla- 
ture to abandon it. The stock trans- 
fer tax would not yield $5,000,000 or 

' anything like that sum. The tax would 
be evaded, not paid. A great deal of 
stock exchange business would be 
driven to Boston, Philadelphia, and 


other cities, causing, of course, a great 
loss to New York. But it would be en- 


tirely--feasible to have transfers ef- 
fected in the neighboring State of New 
Jersey. A clearing house for that pur- 


pose could be maintained across the 


river, and the law would be cheated 
- of its intent. It is an axiom that taxes 
will be evaded when it is possible to 

enaape them. Legislatures are often

against possible evasion. If the Legis- 
lature should enact the stock exchange 
tax and make no other provision for 
meeting the coming deficit, it would 
léave thé finances of the State in a 
somewhat perilous situation. To imposé 
a tax which would almost certainly bé 
barren of revenue would not meet the 
needs of the occasion. 

But even if a stock transfer tax 
proved to be fruitful beyond expécta- 
tion it would belong to that class of 
imposts that fail to warn the taxe 
payer of the squandering of his money 
through public extravagance. Beyond 
question the annual appropriations eri- 
acted at Albany will continue to in-« 
crease in the future as they have in the 
past, unless public attention is In some 
way sharply called to their tnordinate 
growth. The policy of the Republican 
Party has been to do away with direct 
taxation altogether. Yet direct taxes 
are the only ones that furnish the 
voter with an effectual incentive to 
kéép an eye upon ptiblic expenditures, 


“ARTIFICIAL ELASTICITY.” 


It is reported in The Sun’s Washing- 
ton dispatches that the Secretary of 
the Treasury intends during the néxt 
six weeks to withdraw from the Na- 
tional banks some 26 per cent. of the 
Government deposits, or approximately 
$20,000,000. The explanation given for 
this policy is as follows: 

Secretary SuHaw’s idéa is that by with- 
drawing these funds in the Spring, when 
monéy conditions are easy, the Govern- 
ment will be in a bettét position to ex- 
tend aid to thé money market next Pall 
during the crop-moving season, in case 
there should bé a stringency of funds for 
commercial usés, 

The cash balance in the Treasury 
proper is now about $46,000,000, which in 
the opinion of Mr. SHAW is large enough 
for the ordinaty needs of the Govern- 
ment, and his proposal to withdraw about 
$20,000,000 from the banks is dictated 
solely by the interests of the public. His 
theory if that the necessity exists under 
our present system Of using artificial 
means to produce élasticity. 

We do not for the moment raise the 
question of the choice of time for the 
withdrawal of Govériitnent deposits, 
though that is a point as to which 
difference of opinion is permissible. 
We simply desire to call attention to 
the obvious inconveniences attending a 
banking law and a Treasury policy 
that place the money rates within the 
discretion of a Government officer to 
an appreciable degree, without atiy sé- 
rious guarantee that this discretion 
will be exercised wisely and with sub- 
stantial certaifity that it catinot pos- 
sibly be exercised with full knowledge 
or with infallible wisdom. There are 
clearly two elements in any. situation 
involving the current rate at which 
money can be borrowed. One is the 
causes of the rate; another is the ac- 
tual effect of interfering with it. As 
to neither of these is it practicable for 
a Government officer, or, for that mat- 
ter, for any one else to have accurate 
and complete information. Of course 
Mr. SHAW can tell from the daily quo- 
tations whether the rate is going up or 
down, but he cannot tell exactly why, 
| hor whether it is a good thing or a 
| bad one, or whether his intervention 
will help or harm. 

In short, so complex are the relations 
of the interest rate to business that 
safety lies wholly in the greatest pos- 
sible liberty for these relations to work 
themselves out. That liberty is denied 
by our banking laws, which make the 
increase or diminution of bank issues 
to depend mainly on the price of bonds, 
and only secondarily on the changes in 
the real needs of the community, and 
which actually restrict the withdrawal 
of bank issues, no matter what may be 
the interest or the judgment of the 
bankers. So long as we have an artifi- 
cial inelasticity of curren.y, the arti- 
ficial elasticity provided by depositing 
and withdrawing public funds may be 
the only palliation of the difficulty, but 
it is an awkward one, is necessarily 
costly, and may be mischievous. 





RUSSIAN LOSSES. 


If we were to accept without question 
the estimate given out by the General 
Staff in St. Petersburg of its work dur- 
ing this war it would be necessary to 
believe that the Russian commanders 
in the field had frittered away the lives 
of half a million men. The General 
Staff says that, since the war began, 
and up to March 12 of this year, it had 
forwarded to the Far East 761,467 men, 
146,408 horses, 1,521 guns, and 316,321 
tons of munitions and supplies. Since 
it is agreed that the whole Russian 
force available, even for getting itself 
killed, in the Far East does not now 
much exceed a quarter of a million, it 
is a necessary inference that the Rus- 
sian losses have amounted to half a 
million. 

But it is quite incredible. In the first 
place, the estimate of 60,000 Russian 
troops in the Far East at the beginning 
of the war must be far too small. It is 
quite absurd to say that the peaceful 
propensities of the Czar prevented the 
reinforcement of the garrison of Russia 
in Manchuria to a far greater extent. 
Ever since the Boxer uprising of 1900 
gave Russia her pretext and her oppor- 
tunity in Manchuria, it has been no- 
torious that Russia was reinforcing her 
troops in the “ division of the Amur.” 
Mr. WEALB, quoting the figures of the 
Japanese General Staff, estimated the 
total number of troops under the com- 
mand of Admiral ALuximrr, at the be- 
ginning of 1904, at 207,500. Already at 
that time it was known and published 
that the whole available Russian Navy 
was in Far Hastern waters. The tone 


of the negotiations on the Russian side, 
after they were transferred from Count 
LAMSDORFF and the peace party in St. 
Petersburg to the marplot ALExlErr at 
his headquarters, showed an 


~ 
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overwhelm Japan in Korea, to say 
nothing of Manchuria. And sutely even 
ALEXIEFF was not infatuated enough 
to suppose that that could be done with 
60,000 men. 

But we have evidénce from the Rus- 
sian side against the present conten- 
tion of the Russian General Staff, 
which aims to magnify its own prep- 
arations at the expense of the Generals 
in the field. Just about a year ago there 
appeared in the Revue Militaire of 
Paris a survey of the military situa- 
tion, of which the statements of fact 
were assumed to be derived from the 
Russian War Office, and in which the 
humber of Russian troops in the Far 
East was put at 260,000, with the state- 
ment that the total would shortly be 
raised to 800,000, with 100,000 horses. 
It was computed that this force would 
need 1,600 tons of food and forage 
daily, beyond what the Manchuri:y 
market would supply, and that “« 
transport of that amoufit, requiring 
six trains a day of from thirty to thir- 
ty-five each of the freight cars in use 
on the Hine, would exhaust the capacity 
of thé Trans-Siberian Road. And this 
without counting upon any additional 
transport of reinforcements or of muni- 
tions. Without doubt the ratirdad has 
bééen very efficiently managed in the 
interval. But it is quite incredible that 
it has managed to transport 400,000 
more troops in addition to its work of 
supplying the troops already on the 
ground. KvRopat«tn’s total command, 
before the battle of Mukdeéen, was com- 
monly estimated at 350,000, or less than 
half the number the General Staff says 
has been forwarded. It would appar- 
ently have been quite all the railroad 
could do to keep the army up to that 
strength by tiakifig gd6od the losses it 
had sustained in the fighting from the 
mouth of the Yalu to the walls of Muk- 
den. 

While the statement of the General 
Staff is incredible, it may have been 
made in good faith. The numbers 
hamed may have existed ‘‘on paper,” 
and may havé been paid for. But there 
is no reason to believe—there does not 
seem to be a possibility that it can be 
true—that the Russian commander in 
the field Has ever been able to dispose 
of any such number, or of much more 
than half of it.

THE QUESTION OF INDEMNITY. 


One notes with interest the admoni- 
tions of the Parisian press to Japan 
upon the terms of peace. If Japan 
will be moderate in victory, say’ the 
French publicists, and especially if she 
will refrain from demanding a pecu- 
hiary indemnity, such terms should be 
easy to arrange. 

Of course, béing translated, this 
means that France is thé chief cred- 
itor of Russia and that France would 
particularly dislike to have such an in- 
demnity exacted of Russia as would 
interfere with the ability of Russia to 
meet her obligations already outstand- 
ing.. That consideration is not very 
likely to influence the action of Japan. 
At the same time, it is not easy to see 
how in the present situation Japan 
could exact an indemnity. Suppose 
Russia declines to make peacé on the 
basis of an indemnity, withdraws be- 
yond the line of the railroad, or pos- 
Bibly back to Lake Baikal, and defies 
her enemy. Of course Japan cannot 
pursue her back to European Russia. 
Neither has Russia anything afloat 
wherein she is vulnerable, excepting 
the precarious squadron of RoJsxrst- 
VENSKY. Too exact an indemnity Japan 
must actually possess some undispu- 
tedly Russian, not Chinese, territory or 
property, and refuse to give it up until 
Russia pays. That is the course which 
she pursued with reference to China 
ten years ago, and which she would 
have a particular satisfaction in re- 
peating at the expense of Russia, which 
prevented the fulfillment of the treaty 
with China, Vladivostok would offer 
such a hostage, with its forts, its har- 
bor, and so much of its “hinterland” 
as Japan might find it desirable and 
feasible to take and occupy. It is to 
be expected, therefore, that a serious 
attack upon the one remaining port of 
Russia in the Pacific will be the next 
move in the Japanese game. 


TAMMANY AND RESPONSIBILITY. 

It is reported that Borough President 
AHPARN, in an interview with Super- 
intendent Hoprrpmr of the Bureau of 
Buildings, told that gentleman that his 
bureau was now under investigation 
by experts and that he would be held 
responsible for what was found to be 
its condition.’ That sort of thing might 
be expected of a semi-barbarian tyrant 
somewhere in middle Asia, but it cer- 
tainly was not to be expected of a Bor- 
ough President under the beneficent 
reign of Tammany Hall. Of what use 
is it to be a district leader and wield 
a large political influence in the up- 
town wards if, securing office for the 
good of the machine and the benefit of 
“the boys,” the incumbent is expected 
to do his official duty? 

This idea of responsibility is all very 
well in the abstract, but if carried out 
in practice office would be worth noth- 
ing from the Tammany point of view, 
and less than nothing to those who 
seek it for the purpose of holding and 
making yotes. Moreover, it is a flat 
contradiction of the whole Tammany 


Profession of Faith, and the man who 
announces it should be tried for heresy 
if in the communion of the Democratic 


Club, Mr. Hoprrr knows very well 


what responsibility means, and had he 


fancied for a moment that he was to be 
held responsible for what might hap- 
pen under the administration of the 
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very different: But the alliance of 
Tammany and responsibility is “so 
sudden.” . 


‘A WANDERING JEW. 

The vénerable Hebrew, Simon Han- 
Ris, is in many respects a more inter- 
esting personality than the heéro of 
EvuGeNE Sun's immortal romance. He 
at least is “founded on fact.” The 
records show that Simon is 104 years 
old, and this fact is attested by public 
documents at Bailostok, Russian Po- 
land, where he was born, That he only 
claims to be ninety-seven shows that 
he still has the vanity to be deemed a 
young man. His experience contradicts 
in every respect the rules of longevity 
formulated by modern scientists. Un- 
til he was some forty years old he was 
sickly, and then he “began to get 
strong.” It is his proud boast that he 
has never dofie a day’s work, but in 
one way or another hé has managed to 
travel over a good part of the world, 
At the age of sixty he walked from his 
native town to Hamburg and secured a 
deadhead passage to this country. By 
way of Panama he reached California, 
and not liking it there, he walked té 
New York, the trip occupying threé 
years with ample rest and opportunity 
for refléction and religious devotions. 
Subsequently he visited Russia, Cen- 
tral América, Brazil, Peru, Chili, and 
Mexico. He then went to Palestine, 
Tripoli, parts of Africa, Egypt, Siberia, 
and China. On a subvention of two 
hundred dollars and a small pension 
from societies which had become weary 
of supporting him, he went to Jeru- 
salem “to die,” found the place dull, 
repented him of his purpose to sleep 
with his fathers, and is now back again 
in New York, calmly relying for sup- 
port upon the charitable of his own 
race, who have hitherto met his needs 
with no other effort on his part than 
piety and a receptive mood involve. 

The habits of this venerable tramp 
are very much those which one would 
expect to find in a nomad. Generally 
speaking, he is temperate, since he has 
no great appetite for whisky; but he 
does not care to have it understood that 
he is an abstainer. As to eating, he 
has no habits beyond that of looking to 
some one else for food. When he has 
nothing to eat he is not at all partic- 
ular in matters of diet, but when he is 
well supplied he eats all he can com- 
fortably dispose of. He is remarkably 
strong for one of his age, his voice is 
firm, his mind active, and his eyesight 
good enough to read the newspaper 
without spectacles. Altogether he is an 
extraordinary person. It is sad to think 
that one with stich a generous endow- 
ment of potentialities in the matter of 
longevity Should have been so little 
heedful of the rules which make for 
good health and long life. If he had 
taken care of himself he might have 
lived to bé’ an old man. As it is, he is 
not likely to come anywhere near the 
standard of his compatriot, METHUSE- 
LAH, and it is to be feared we shall 
never know what a better-ordered per- 
sonal hygiene might have done for him, 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


In spite of the fact, or 
possibly because of the 
Japanese fact, that the Japanese, so 

far from being a nation of 
Mystery. horsemen, have probably 
made less use of horses than any other 
even moderately important race not much 
below them in intelligence and civiliza- 
tion, they have felt and yielded to an 
impulse to honor with an elaborate public 
funeral the not very large number of 
these animals that have given up their 
lives in the Japanese service since the 
war with Russia began. Judging from the 
brief reports of the ceremony at Yoko- 
hama it was of a character distinctively 
Buddhist and included the bestowal of 
posthumous names upon these unhappy 
victims of a struggle certainly not their 
own, just as is done for the human dead 
by the practitioners of that gentle cult, 
but the affair was evidently much more 
Japanese than Buddhist, and it is very 
pleasant to see that the men who are 
fighting with such desperate and effect- 
ual courage against a colossal antagonist 
can find time for paying grateful honors 
to humble allies that never received any 
such recognition in the Occidental coun- 
tries where their military assistance has 
been much longer utilized and to a much 
greater extent. Of course, the cavalry- 
man everywhere is fond of his horse, and, 
when circumstances permit, treats him 
much better than would be dictated by 
the mere practicalities of war. This sen- 
timentalism, however, is wholly individ- 
ual, and in the West no cavalry horse re- 
ceives a single official thought after it is 
dead. But the Japanese are different. 
Feeling what we only see, that war is for 
horses a thing even more frightful than it 
is for men, they give the poor beasts a 
posthumous reward, What estimate, in 
their hearts, they place on such a recom- 
pense for such victims it would be hard 
to say—as hard as it is to say what the 
Japanese really believe in matters of 
dogma and doctrine. Most of the edu- 
cated and “modern” Japanese would 
smile, no doubt, if questioned as to the 
sense or the utility of ceremonial honors 
for dead horses, and they would talk as 
scientifically as any of us about the reflex 
action of such exercises as the only one 
of any value, and yet the chances are 
that even the most advanced of them 
mitigates his agnosticism with incompre- 
hensible reservations and qualifications. 
They are all poetical, and that in itself 
is a form of piety perhaps not the least 
sincere.

be managed in a cotnplex and troublesome 
way, atid every once in a while some 
tradesman manages to get a cabbage or a 
steak into an apartment house without 
paying tribute to the janitor. . That, of 
dourse, is a state of affairs almost unen- 
durable. The thing does not happen often 
énough to make the mortiey losa of tio- 
ment to any except the very humblest of 
| janitors, but even for the. most haughty 
of them it violates a great principle, and 
each case of it must be viewed as pos- 
sibly the thin edge of an entering wedge 
which, ptished far éfough, might over+ 
turn the whole jatiitorial system and force 
those able financiers to live on miere 
wages. A license, issued under a law 
drafted by the janitors or oné of their 
friends wise in the enumeration of rights 
and the elimination of duties and respon- 
sibilities—such a lawyer, for instance, as 
the great though anonymous genius who 
drew up the leasés under which New York 
tenants sell themselves and their families 
to the landlords—-would put an end to this 
menace and make thé position of janitor 
aa happy as it ought to be. And, besides 
making the janitor the purchasing agent 
of all Kis tenants, the Ifcenses ought to 
formulate much more cléarly his right to 
decide at what hour his house must be 
slosed for the night, anid should empower 
him to inflict definite instead of indefinite 
punishment upon those who loge their 
keys or who venture to talk back on any 
subject whatever. Tips, too, should be 
established on a fixed seale; their size 
and number have been left to the caprices 
and the fears of tenants far too long. And 
licerises imply the existence of an exam- 
ining and issuing board. This, naturally, 
must be formed entirely of experienced 
janitors, deeply familar with all the 
needs and all the possibilities of the pro- 
fession. There has beéti some talk about 
“competency” in confection with these 
licenses, but, of course, that is merely a 
jest. All janitors are competent; ft is only 
the tenants that need training, and from

If Dr. SaAvaap had contended that 
scrupulosity of the sort to which he re- 
ferred was commoner now than ever be- 
fore we could at least have hoped that he 
was right, but When an expert like him- 
self spoke of it as a recent invention he 
raised the doubts which experts are fated 
so often to excite. Only yesterday we 
printed a letter from a presumably and 
professionally virtuous Staten Islander 
who expressed the most vehement desire 
to get hold of the $100,000 which the Yor- 
elgn Mission Board has as yet shown no 
signs of allowing to escape. It was good 
enough for him and his, he said, and he 
promised a reward of gratitude to the 
donor much greater than the one he will 
receive from the heathen, no matter how 
gentle. 


THEATRE TICKET SPECULATION. 


This Scruple 
Not a 
New One. 


Strenuous Efforts of the Syndicate to 
Abolish the Practice. 


To the Rditor of The New York Times: 
Having just finished reading Mr. Marc 
Klaw’s article in your Sunday issue, I 
feel impelied to express my deep sym- 
pathy with the theatrical syndicate in its 
struggle against the speculators. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Klaw, the syndicate has been 
“waiting for eight years for an intelligent 
attack on the speculators,” and “ the 
only real syndicate theatre in New York, 
the Knickerbocker, has spent more money 
in endeavoring to break up the speculit- 
ors” than all the other theatres combined. 
While I have no personal knowledge of 
these arduous attempts, I have an inti- 
mate acquaintance with their results. 
During Sir Henry Irving’s engagement 
at the Knickerbocker a few years ago, I 
was one of a iong line of would-be ticket 
purchasers, and after waiting for over 
three hours and being solicited nearly all 
that time by various speculators to buy 
from them, finally reached the lobby of 
the theatre. In the lobby stood at least 
half a dozen more speculators, some of 
them with tickets, others trying to per- 
suade those in the line who had nearly 
reached the box office to buy tickets for 
them; one man tried to bribe a girl of 
about fourteen with a box of candy to buy 
him a number of seats in the family 
circle and would have succeeded but for 
the indignant protests of several women. 
On the morning the seat sale for the first 
week of the Sothorn-Marlowe engagement 
this Winter opened, early comers who 
stood in line waiting to buy seats had 
the pleasure of seeing a number of spec- 
ulators standing about the theatre en- 
trance flourishing handfuls of tickets. 
While the late Augustin Daly may have 
been the first to raise the price of seats to 
$2, he effectually protected his patrons 
from the ticket speculator.

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He Points Out That Taxation of Mort 
gages Is Double Taxation. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

My attention is ¢alied to a telegram in 
your issue of yesterday, in which I am 
reported to favor the Mortgage Tax bill, 
which levies a recording tax of 5 mills and 
an annual tax of the same amount. 

It is the bill which levies a recording 
tax and exempts mortgages thereafter 
that I advocated as against the present 
mortgage law. 

A. five-mill tax is 12% per cent. of the 
total revenue of a 4 per cent. mortgage, 
and is 10 per cent. of a'5 per cent. mort- 
gage. Such a tax would simply raise the 
cost of money borrowed, and it would 
also drive away from the State many who 
have placed their fortunes in mortgages 
and live upon the income. The law would 
bé evaded by many, as the present mort- 
gage law is. There is no mode of collect- 
ing such a tax. Evasions are so easy. 

There is a fundamental objection to all 
mortgage taxation. It is double taxation. 
The property mortgaged is taxed to its 
full value, and the law is unfair which 
taxes it again by taxing a mortgage 
upon it. 

A recording tax, however, might be ac- 
cepted as a compromise to rid ourselves 
of the present law in New York that 
taxes mortgages the full city rate, say 
one-third to nearly one-half the total reve- 
nues of 4 per cent. bonds, which is con- 
fiscation, not taxation. But no mortgage 
tax is elther just or politic in itself.

TRONS 
OF ARMY MONEY LENDER 


Silverman Declares a Lieutenant 
General Borrowed from Him. 


INAVY. MEN ALSO ON LIST 


Capt. Lewis of Eighteenth Infantry 
Now on Trial Charged with 
Withholding Vouchers. 


A number of young officers of the regu- 
lar army have come to grief by discount- 
ing their pay vouchers with Louis Silver- 
man, a New York money lender, whose 
office is at 140 Nassau Street, and who 
confines his dealings to officers of the 
regular service. The latest case to come 
to the knowledg of the War Department is 
that of Capt. Bdson A. Lewis of ihe 
Bighteenth Infantry, whe {fs now oeing 
tried by court-martial in this city charged 
with having either destroyed or withheld 
pay vouchers that Silverman claims are 
his property. 

Capt. Lewis’s record in the army !s ex- 
cellent with the exception of the present 
accusation, and the higher officers of the 
army aré earnestly trying to put an end 
to the practice of discounting vouchers, 
which, according to Major Gen. James 5’. 
Wade, commanding officer for the Divis- 
ion of the Atlantic, is bad for the offi- 
cers and just as bad for the service.” 

Capt. Lewis obtained $400 from Bilver- 
man about two years ago just before hé 
left for the Philippines. Capt. Lewis 
made over to Silverman his vouchers for 
four months’ pay. Just before the vouch- 
ers fell due the War Department changed 
the form to be employed, and the vouch- 
ers were sent to the Philippines to be 
rectified by Capt. Lewis. According to 
Silverman, Capt. Lewis never returned 
them. Silverman says that the War De- 
partment, and not he, brought the officer 
before a court-martial. 

Capt. Lewis was ordered to Fort Leaven- 
worth soon after his return from the 
Philippines, and there he is awaiting wie 
sitting of the trial court. A week ago to- 
day the court convened under the Presi- 
dency of Col, Greenough. Capt. Lewis in 
his aefense swore that he was sick from 
the time of his arrival in Manila until his 
return home, and that in addition there 
was much sickness itn his family, which 
greatly increased hig expenses. He never 
intended to defraud Silvarman, he de- 


clared, and Silverman said yesterday he 
believed that Capt. Lewis told the truth. 


MANY CASES COME TO LIGHT. 


“TI first heard of Silverman,” sald Gen. 
Wade yesterday, ‘when I was the com- 
manding officer in the Philippines. At 
that time some of these things began to 
appear, and of course the only thing left 
for the unfortunate officer was a court- 
martial. Once an officer gets into the 
clutches of one of these feliows it is al- 
most impossible for him to get out, For- 
tunately there are very few officers who 
have been guilty of this practice, but like 
everything else in the army, when one 
solidier does wrong he is not the only one 
to suffer—the entire service gets the blamé 
to a greater or less degree. 

“Of course the Government knows 
nothing about it until the vouchers come 
before the Paymaster General, and really 
I don’t see how we can stop the practice, 
although it does seem that the fate o 
those that engage in it should be enough 
for the others. Much of this sort of thing 
has come to light in the last six months. 
Section 76 of the General Regulations 
should cover the case. This section reads; 

‘* A transferred account will not be paid out- 
the department where the officer is 
stationed, except when transferred for the 
benefit of his family, residing in another de- 
partment, In which case the officer will send 
the notification to the Paymaster General. 


“ Seemingly this does not stop the dis- 
counting, however. 

Mr. Silverman readily produced yester- 
day a copy of a circular which he sends 
to officers asking their patronage. This 
circular is as follows:

SCHOOL DAY COMPROMISE. 


Canvass Indicates That—Three and a 
Half Hours In First Year. 


The results of a canvass among the 
members of the Board of Education rel- 
ative to the advisability of shortening 
the schoo) day tend to indicate that when 
the subject is again taken up by the 
board at its special meeting to-morrow 
afternoon a compromise will be effected 
diminishing the school day for pupils in 
the first year to three and one-half hours; 
and leaving the regulation five-hour day | 
for all other classes. 

Fully two-thirds of the Commissioners 
interviewed refused to stand definitely 
Opposed to or In favor of the plan to 
cut down the five-hour day. -Commis- 
sioner Warburg’s view of the matter {s 
characteristic of this contingent. He 
said, in part: 

“I don’t think young children should 
go to school more than three and one- 
half hours a day. Their brains become 
wearied easily. and a long school session 
is bad for them. I do not approve of 
any rabid change In’ the course of study 


|} or In the length of the school day, but I 


do believe that three and one-half hours’ 
instruction is enough for all children be- | 
tween the ages of six and eight. I 
think that for the first year, at Least, | 
the present school day should be short-! 


ened an hour and a half. I don’t believe 
any of the Commissioners would like 
their children to go to school a full day 
during the first year.’’ 

Commissioners Harrison, Lummis, and 
Wingate agreed with Mr. Warburg, Gen. ! 
Wingate, however, advocated the full day 
for all pupils in classes above the first 
year. 

“We need the extra hour and a half,” 
he said, ‘“‘to rest the children’s minds 
with manual training, physical culture, 
and other diverting subjects. These are 
not ‘fads,, as many ignorant people 
imagine; they are necessities. No child 
can do three hours’ hard work steady— 
we need the extra subjects.’’ 

Commissioner Abraham Stern, “" the 
father of the shorter day,” said that 
physicians all over the city had written 
to him declaring that the five-hour day, 
with its crowded course of study, was 
causing an epidemic of St. Vitus’s dance 
among the younger children. These let- 
ters will be read at to-morrow’s meeting. 


DIVIDED OVER SCHOOL LAW. 


Request That Parents Be Punished 
Stirs Up the Magistrates. 


Assistant Superintendent of Schools| 
Meleney stirred up a lively discussion at | 
the meeting of Police Magistrates yester- 
day afternoon by asking that the Mag- 
istrates take more stringent measures in 
the punishment of parents who refused to 
send their children to school. 

“The -erbitrary enforcement of this 
law,” said Magistrate Crane, “is what 
breeds revolutions.. There is no class of 
city employes who have resting upon their 
shoulders the responsibility that we have. 
We try to promote good feeling among 
members of the community and to serve’ 
the people so that the greatest good may 
result to the greatest number. And I say 
that none of us should be bound to do 
‘thus and so.’ ” 

*“ But,” asked Magistrate Breen, “ how 
are you going to balance that with your 
oath to administer the laws?”’ 

‘There is no power on earth,” replied 
Magistrate Crane, “that can take from 
a Magistrate his discretionary powers. 
All af us exercise it every day. To say 
that a poor woman who cannot pay the 
$5 fine shall be cast into fail for five 
days is monstrous."’ 

“Then let her send her child to school,” 
said Magistrate Breen. 

The law, as pointed out by Assistant 
muperintendent Meleney, provides that all 
children under fourteen years old shall 
attend school, and between that age and 
sixteen must either gq to school or work. 
To allow a child under sixteen to work, 
porents must obtain a certificate from the 

oard of Health, 

“Let every case stand on its own bot- 
tom,”’ was the suggestion of Magistrate 


Steinert; everybody agreed with him, and 
the discussion was dropped.
